'ii the law of impeachment*, in one of whirh, the coun- 
sel for the proeecjUrion, with a boldness seldom equalled, 
had asserted thai inipcuchable muller had nuver been de- 
lined und never would he. If that was true then we were 
in a perilwiH condition, and iitloat on a sborelew* ocean.— 
He should assert that the position assumed was a hfireay 
in law. The counsel for the Slate had xlno insecrted thai, 
the Aiwerobly wan the judge of what was inipeachable 
matter, and that the Court, wna bounrl by its decision.— 
Thiii position ttlao he Hsserled Lo bo false. If it wa*» true, 
il' th« Assembly should impeach ft Judge for wearing 
hoots instead of ebuori with buckles, the Court would be 
Ijound hy il, and could not decide thus it was not itnrjcach- 
able. The gentleman had compared the A^seoibly with a 
Grand Jury, yet it never wag imagined thai lite Grand 
Jury wua the judge of what waa indictable.

Ha said Ihin doc- 
trine wan inimntr rial in this case, became, while in ihe U.

And 


"corrupt conduct in office" was most unqilPstiorifilily an 
Indictable oHeiMe. In England, from which tlie piinripU-e 
mid practice of our critriina! law worn inostlv derived, 
tticy proceeded against it by criminal iidbnna'tion. Jiut 
in thi» country we wen: obliged to proceed by indictment, 
because the constitution provides Hint no person eh ill be 
held to answer for any criminal offence, except on an in 
dictment and presentment of a grand jury. JJe rend 
some imthoritins showing tliat officers might be indicted 
for corrupt conduct. 


The nrsi thing to be settled here was the meaning of the 


terms "corrupt conduct in »Hic(v' Jle believed it aneant 
something, and tlmt the people of the State meant some- 
IhiriK by it, and that it uonirl be defined. 
The counsel- for 


tbe .State had contended that any malversation, any viola- 
tion, of duty by a Judge, was corrupt conduct. But he 
claimed that it was not. HO. It was a Judge's duty to deckle 
nil q'iP-tlun.1 of law that CBJJK before him according to law. 
Yet a Judge may decide contrary to Uie law, and ne guil- 
ty of no corrupt conduct. 


.lust and upright conduct in office is the opposite of cor- 


rupt, conduct. It « to act as the Judge believes lo be 
right under all the c-ircuinatancui, intending to -fulfill hid 
duty according to the law and evidence, "without, any 
ulterior object. Corrupt conduct, on the ollior hand, wsji 
the opposite of this—waa to do officially what the Judge 
knew wna wrong, with some ulterior or unjufct motive. A 
wron^ decision, though In violation of the law, wfls not 
'corrupt, and such a position a* that of the counsel of the 
cjtnteliad never entered into the head of any one else. 


The prosecution therefore must slrow a corrupt motive, 


—a wrongful intent. And upon this they hud claimed 
that proot of the illegal act would warrant the inference of 
wrongful intent. But that also he pronounced a heresy in 
law, and asserted that it could not be maintained by any 
one, 
no matter how great his powers. 


They shonld also contend that when the manager? hail 


need language in the charges, they were bound by it, und 
could .not attempt to change Bis meaning Into something 
else. These were the poeitions they should take, and 
(landing upon them, he would proceed to examine those 
charges and specifications which the managers claimed lo 
have been proved.
